To THE CITIZENS OF WENTWORTH: . 
We have had, exclusive of Union school, g spring, 6 fall, 
and 4 winter terms, with 15 different teachers; the average 
number registered for each school being 16.68. We have 
had in town 169. 4 weeks of school with 153 different scholars 
besides 5 that attended the Union school at Rumney and 2 at 
Dorchester. Repairs have been made on school houses in Nos. 
10, and rr, besides incidental repairs on other houses. As sev- 


eral of the former teachers in this town have given up 
teaching, ‘or gone elsewhere to teach, we were obliged to en- 
gage some teachers that were strangers; and although most 
of them did very well, the schools did not rank quite as high 
as last year. Several of the scholars besides attending their 
own schools, have attended other schools when theirs was not 
in session, some in No. 1 going to No. 11 in’ the Fall, and 
from No. 11 to No 1 in the Winter; some af those in No. 8 
attended No. 6 in the Fall, and thosé in No. 12 went to Nos. 
und 2 in the Fall and Winter. There are now in about every 
school scholars that can fit themselves for good teachers, and 
itis hoped for their benefit as well as for the benefit of the . 
scholars in the futere, that they will get a_ thorough education 
with a teacher’s berth in view. Information in regard 
to the receipts of the district, the cost of the schools, teachers 
employed, studies pursued, and length of each term, is in the 
financial report and table of statistics that accompany this re- 
port. All of which is respectfully submitted.
